BELFAST (UPI). — Petrol bombs 
and bullets exploded around Belfast 
yesterday and Prime Minister Brian 
Faulkner signed an order keeping 
Trish Republican Army 
members jailed without triel. 
Roman Catholics and Protestants 
fought one another with petrol 
bombs, stones and bottles in a sec- 
tion of the Old Park Road called 
“The Bone” — a group of five 
atreets populated with Roman Catho- 


.lics and surrounded by Protestants. 


An army spokesman said the area 
was closed off by troops who had 
to fire rubber bullets to drive the 
two groups apart. Fires blazed in 
the area — a shirt factory was 
gutted — but firemen were unable 
to get near enough to quell the 
flames, the spokesman said. Ὰ 

‘The trouble in The Bone started 
when Catholic school children jeered 
Protestant children on their way 
home. Crowds gathered and bombs, 
stones and bottles soon flew through 
the air, the spokesman said. No 
one was reported injured. The area 
has been the scene of vnumerous 
fights between the two groups, 

Sporadic shooting echoed over the 
sound of army vebicles moving into 
positions to seal the ared. 


In other areas of Belfast, a petrol 
bomb was thrown and shots were 
fired at an army patrol. There were 
no injuries. Three petrol bombs were 
thrown at a bus and a youth was 
injured and hospitelized. 

British troops shot and killed a 
civilian, William McGrenary, 40, out- 
side an army observation post. An 
army spokesman said. McGrenary 
had walked toward the post and 
raised 2 rifle in his hands when he 
was shot. 

Mr. Faulkner said that among the 
219 men detained after the August 
9 Internment order were more than 
80 officers of the official and provi- 
sional wing of the LRA. He said 
the order was aimed at members 
of the LR.A. and was not directed 
at Catholics.

the chief goal of his mission here 
and was completely satisfied with 
his talks at the Foreign Ministry 
in Jerusalem.”

The Bangla Desh delegate said 
he understands clearly now that if 
the Bangla Desh authorities in exile

Mr. Kasim, who has been living 
in Teheran for some 15 years, and 
originates from Dacca, was deported 
from Iran to the Turkish border two 
months ago when he asked for poli- 
tical asylum in Teheran. He went 
from Turkey to Geneva, where he 
established contacts with the Indian 
Ambassador there, who arranged 
for his departure to New Delhi,

Egypt building missile 


sites 3 kms. 


Jerusalem Post Military Correspondent 
TEL AVIV. — Egyptian engineering 
units are reported to be constructing 
a series of anti-aircraft missile bun- 
kers less than three kms. away from 
the Suez Canal, and all within the 
vielnity of the flat platforms levelled 
by them earlier this year for 2 Canal 
crossing. 

The missile sites consist of rein- 
forced concrete bunkers believed cap- 
able of standing up to anything but 
a direct hit from a heavy aerial 
bomb. The missiles are launched 
from adjoining pads out in the open 
next to the bunker. 

A number of such types have al- 
ready been ‘built and more are in 
the process of completion at Kan- 
are Ismailia and in the Firdan sec- 
or. 

The indications are that the mis- 
sile sites are intended for Sam-2s. 
The location wil give them ἃ range 
covering up to 19 kms. over Israel- 
held territory. 

The new advancing of the missiles 
fits in with the Soviet doctrine of 
mass deployment in case of an at- 
tempted Canal crossing. This would 
call for 8 very massive onslaught 
and would be preceded by a heavy 
artillery bombardment, intended to 
steamroll ail immediate ground op- 
position. The new missile sites over- 
leap in their range with others fur- 
ther to the rear and are intended to 
keep the Israeli Air Force at bay — 
at least for a long enough period 
to enable the Egyptians to establish 
8. bridgehead on the east (Israel) 
side of the Canal.

CAIRO (Reuter).—“Al Ahram” said 
yesterday Israel has offered to pro- 
vide Ethiopia with missfle and patrol 
hoats, and a radar network and the 
required Ysraeli army personnel. 

The offer was made by Rav-Aluf 
Baim Bar-Lev, the Israeli Chief of 
Staff,. to the Commander of the 
Bthiopian Navy during his visit to 
Addis Ababa last week, the news- 
paper reported. 

It said Israel's naval strategy in 
the Red Sea following the 1967 war 
was to try to dominate its. southern 
tip to undermine possible Arab 
plans to block navigation for Israel- 
bound ships. 

It was also intended to secure 
the presence of the U.S. Navy in 
the area and to confront the Soviet 
presence in the Indian Ocean and 
the Ngyptian presence in the Fed 
Sea, “Al-Ahram” added. 

The newspaper said contacts were 
now underway between Cairo and 
Addis Ababa to explain the dimen- 
sions of the Israeli plan, which was 
closely connected with the Arab- 
Israeli conflict.

The commissioner said the nhos- 
tages had been dressed like convicts 
and in some instances were used as 
shields, . 


Mr. Oswald did not go so far as 
to say that the bullets were fired 
by the 1,700 State Police, National 
Guardsmen and sheriffs’ deputies 
who stormed the prison Monday to 
put down the five-day rebellion. 

“We have no further comment,” 
ἃ apdkesman sald at a news con- 
ference between a tired-looking Mr. 
Oswald and about 100 newsmen in- 
side the main gate at Attica. 


Mr. Oswald said hundreds of 
homemade weapons, including Molo- 


tov cocktails, sharpened shears, 
steel and metal tear-gas guns 
and projectiles, swords, bolos, 


straight razors and spiked baseball 
batts were found after control of the 
prison was regained.
